ton, the newly appointed commander- 
in-ehief of the patriot army, had ar- 
rived, and, furthermore, that next day,

As may be sup- 
posed, the news gpread like wildfire, 
and the excitement was intense. 

Up to this time the American forces 
were practically without a head, but

With great dignity he accepted the 
appointment, refused all compensa- 
tiong beyond his actual expenses, set 
out with an escort by way ot New 
York, and reached Cambridge fifteen 
days after the battle of Bunker Hill. 

When Washington arrived in Cam- 


pied his attention was the selection of 
a building suitable for his headquar- 
ters, After inspecting several of the 
most commodious and available ones 
in that immediate vicinity, his choice 
fell upon @ large, Square mansion on 
the Watertown road, built in 1759 by 
Col. John Vassell, an unswerving Loy- 
alista “Tory,” as his class was op- 
probriously termed—who had just fled 
to England. Here, in the future home 
of Longfellow, the illustrious soldier 
established his headquarters, and con- 
tinued it as his military home for the 
ensuing eight months, during the re- 
mainder of-the siege of Boston.

AS A POLISH POET SAW HIM. 
Interesting First Impression of Gen. 
George Washington. 

The Century recently coftained an 
historical ‘find’ in the unpublished 
diary of a friend of Kosciusko, the 
Polish poet Niemcewicz, who visited 


General Washington at Mount Vernon} 


in June, 1798, as confirmed by the gen- 
eral’s diary. The impressions of the 
first President and his conversations 
give unique value and interest to the 
paper. The visitor thus records his 
first meeting with the general and his 
wife, the narrator’s “lie” referring to 
his effort to cdftkeal the fact that Icos- 
ciusko had left America to head ‘a 
Polish organization: : 
“Mr. Peters’ house is at the extreme 
point of the city, quite near George- 
town... We arrived there between 6 
and 7 o’clock. One can guess how my 
heart was beating. I was to see the 
man for whom since my youth I had 
had great respect. I caught sight of 
him through the window and_recog- 
nized him at once. About a dozen peo- 
ple were coming toward us. I saw 
only him. I was presented to him by 
Mr. Law. He held out his hand to me’ 
and clasped mine. We went into the 
parlor. I sat down beside him; I was 
moved, dumb and could not look at 
him enough. It is a majestic face, 
in which dignity is united with gen- 
tieness. The portraits that we have 
of him in Europe are not like him at 
all. He is nearly 6 feet high and very 
strongly built; he has an aquiline nose,

Canada Thistles., 

Some of the earlier American botan- 
ists held the opinion that while the 
Canada thistle had doubtless been in- 
troduced into New England from Eu- 
rope, it was probably indigenous in 
western Canada, It now appears very 
improbable that it is indigenous any- 
where on the American continent. It 
was evidently introduced into the 
French settlements in Canada earlier 
than into the English and Dutch col- 
onies of New England and the Middle 
States. It is reported to have been 
found about the residences of *rench 
missionaries in Canada early in the 
seventeenth century. There 18 a tra- 
dition that it was purposely intro- 
duced into Canada by the French for 
feeding swine; but there appears to be 
no just ground for this tradition, as 
there {s no record that thistles were 
ever uged to any considerable extent 
as food for swine in Europe. It is 
said to have been introduced into 
eastern New York with the hay and 


1777. It probably reached Vermont at 
the same time or previously, as it was 
recognized as a troublesome Weed in 
that state earlier than in New York. 
The farmers of Vermont had become 
so gréatly alarmed by its progress that 
a law was passed by the legislature 
in 1795 directing its destruction on all 
lands- within the state. In 1813 the 
legislature of New York passed a law 
authorizing certain towns to pay re 
wards for its destruction. These laws 
were well enforced at first, as they 
were passed at the request of the 
farmers directly interested. But the 
farmers soon learned that the thistle

Bulletin 76 of the Illinois station 
aways: The investigations of Atwater 
in America, Boussingault and Ville in 
france, WHellriegel, Willfarth and 
| Nobbe in Germany, Lawéstand Gilbert 
in England, et al., have fully estab- 
lished the scientific facts: (1) that 
plants, as’ the clovers; 
peas, beans, vetches, alfalfa, ete, have 
the power to gather or accumulate. 
free nitrogen from the atmosphere: 
(2) that this fixation of free nitrogen 
is actually accomplished by-mteroscop- 
ic organisms called bacteria which live 
in little nodules or tubercles, upon 
the roots of the leguines; and, (3) that 
for different species of leguminous 
plants, there are also different species 
of “nitrogen gathering’ bacteria. 
Many investigations haye also been 
condycted to determine the amounts 
of nitrogen which can be fixed by dif- 
erent leguminous plants, but these ex- 
periments have actually been, carried 
on in pure sand cultures under condi- 
tions which necessitate that all nitro. 
gen which the legumes secures must 
be obtained from the air. There ts 
abundance of evidence that legumin- 
ous plants secure some nitrogen from 
the air when grown in ordinary soil, 
if they are provided with the bacteria,
